ROBBING THE POOR. 
A GLOOMY PROSPECT FOR SAVINGS-BANE D- 
POSITORS.

Wasmuinoton, D. C., June 17.—The House 
spent all of the day’s session in a hotly-contest- 
ed fight over the Internal Revenue bill. The 
section relating to insolvent savings and Na- 
tional Banks, which originated in the interest of 
the depositors of the insolvent Chicago savings 
banks, was stricken out, as an amendment had 
been previously added to it requiring private 
banks to pay a tax of 1-24 per cent monthly on 
deposits, from which liability savings institu- 
tions should be exempt, but finally the entire 


It was in vain that Aldrich tried to have read 
dispatches showing that this section was in the 
interest of the depositorsof insolvent savings 
banks throughout IHinois. Eden, Representa- 
tive of tne Fifteenth District, is largely re- 
sponsible for the defeat of this section. He 
opposed it at every step, and was notably con- 
spicuous in his attempts to defeat the amend- 
ment design to exempt eavings banks from 
the monthly tax which had been voted in a pre- 
ceding section. Eden, although ostensibly a 
friend of the workingmen, led the opposition to 
the measure designed to relieve poor depositors 
in insolvent savings banks. 
A LAST APPEAL. 

Aldrich’s efforts to have the bank section re- 
instated as an independent section was re- 
jected. He begged for one minute, and obtain- 
ed it. When explaining the bank section, be 
said: Anybody who understands the subject 
must know that the provisions of the original 
section are designed to protect the frugal poor 
who have been grievously injured by the failure 
of so many savings banks and other banks. 
They are now obliged by the law to pay the tax 
to the Government out of the gmal! percentage 
they may perchance be able to obtain upon 
what is resliy due them.

THE TOBACCO TAX.

IN THE SENATE. 
APPROPRIATIONS FOR PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., June 17.—The Senate 
proceeded with the Sundry Civil Appropriation 
bill in the usual way. The Committee, after 
having worked Saturday night and throughout 
Sunday until midnight to-day, completed the 
examination of the bill, and at 1 o’clock report- 
ed the first forty pages to the Senate. Work was 
immediately begun upon them without waiting 
for the rest of the bill. The amount has been 
increased from near $17,000,000 to $21,000,000, 
the Senate having added about $4,000,000. In 
this increase is an additional $100,000 for the Chi- 
cago Custom-House building.

was reached there was an exciting political epi- 
sode of a half-hour, and the anti-Administra- 
tion Republicans made avery firm stand, and, 
under the lead of Blaine and Conkling, defeated 
that appropriation. The Administration, in its 
New Orleaus policy, found its most earnest de- 
fenders in the Democratic Senators Thurman, 
Beck (of Kentucky), and Eustis (of Louisiana). 
Conkling insisted that the Commission acted in 
defiance of law, and as he turned scornfully 
towards Senator Matthews, it was thought that 
that great effort was to be made, but it end- 
ed in a five-minute bitter speech against the 
Administration. The President's entire ac- 
tion with regard to Louisiana Conkling 
pronounced as illegal and unconstitutional, 
and for one he did not propose to 
help to pay for unconstitutional and illegal 
things. Gov. Kellogg for the first time spoke 
up on the Louisiava question, but addressed 
himself mainly to one point. He insisted that 
the Packard Legisiature was legal, had met at 
the constitut#nal ume. and had received a mes- 
sage from hi@ in due form. Blaine maintained, 
as he did last March, that there was but one 
man in the world that could have cast a doubt 
upon the President's title, and that man had 
been the President himseif, in overthrowing 
Gov. Packard. The doctrine which prevented 
Packard from being recognized as Governor 
would have prevented Abraham Lincoln from 
being President. Sargent moved to lay the ap- 
propriation on the table, ostensiblv on the 
ground ofa wantoftime. it was tabled by a 
vote of 32 yeas to 22 nays. 
The following Republicans voted to decline to 
pay the bill: Allison, Blaine, Booth, Conkling, 

orsey, Kellogg; McMillan, Mitchell, Morrill, 
Oglesby, Patterson, Plumb, Rollins, Sargent, 
Spencer, Teller, and Winaom.

making, with other items, an aggregate differ- 
ence of $28,000. 
WHAT LINDERMAN SAYS. 

Dr. Linderman says that Mr. Glover has 
treated him with conspicuous unfairness in re- 
gard to the investigation of the Mint and Assay 
Offices, and in the reports that he 
has circulated. The Director says that no re- 
port has been made by the Glover Committee, 
and that, so far as he knows, the investigation 
has not been finished. He says that the credi- 
ble and legal testimony before the Committee 
does not and cannot convict him of any improper 
official conduct, or show anything against 
his integrity as a man. The _ testi- 
mony to his prejudice is simply 
heresay, and would not be received by any 
court in the land.

JUDICIARY COMMITTEE. 


THEIR REPORT THAT CONGRESS CANNOT ASSAIL 
PRESIDENT HAYES’ TITLE. 


Wasuineton, D. C., June 14.—The report 
which Mr. Hartridge submitted to the House of 
Representatives to-day, in behalf of the majori- 
ty of the Judiciary Committee, declaring that 
the President’s title is unassailable,—and which - 
was adopted by a vote of 264 to 14,—is as {ol- 


lows: 

The Committee on the Judiciary, to whom was 
referred House biil No. —, and the resolutions of 
the Legislature of the State of Maryland, directing 
judicial proceedings to give effectgto the Electoral 
vote of that State in the last election of President 
and Vice-President of the United States, report 
back said bill and resolutions, with a recommenda- 
tion that the bil! do not pase. Your Committee are 
of the opinion that Congress has no power 
under the Constitution to confer upon the 
Supreme Court of the United States the original 
jurisdiction sought for it by this bill. The only 
clause of the Constitution which could be plausibly 
invoked to enable Congress to provide the legal 
‘machinery for the litigation proposed is that which 
gives the Supreme Court original jarisdiction in 
„ cases or ‘ ‘controversies’ between a State and 
the citizens of another State. The Committee are 
of opinion that this expression cases and con- 
troversties was not intended by the framers of the 
Constitution to embrace an original proceeding by 
a State in the Supreme Court of the United States 
to oust any incumbent froma political office filled 
by the declaration and decision of the two Houses 
of Congress, clothed with the constitutional power 
to count the Electoral votes, and decided as a final 
tribunal upon the election of President and Vice- 
President. 

The Forty-fourth Congress selected a Commis- 
sion to count the votes for President and Vice- 
President, reserving to itself the right to ratify or 
reject such count in the way prescribed in the act 
creating such Commission. y thé joint action of 
the two Houses it ratified the count made by the 
Commission, and thus made it the expression of 
iteown judgment. All the departments of the 
Federal Government. all the State Governments in 
their relations to Federal 1 foreign na- 
tions, the people of the United States, all the 
Material interests and industries of the country 
have acquiesced in, and acted in accordance with, 
the pronounced finding of the Congress. In the 
opinion of this Committee, the present Congress 
has no power to undo the work of its predecessor 
in counting the Electoral vote, orto confer upon 
any judicial tribunal the right to pass upon, and 
perhaps set aside, the action of that predecessor 
in reference to a parely political question, the de- 
cision of which is ded by the Constitution in 
Congress, 
But apart from these fundamental objections to 
the bill under consideration, there are features 
and provisions in it which are entirely impractica- 
ble. Your Committee can find no warrant of au- 
thority to summon the Chief Justices of the Su- 
reme Courts of the several States to sit at Wash- 
eaten as a jury to try any case, however grave and 
weighty may be its nature. The right to summon 
must carry with it the power to enforce obedience 
tothe mandate, and the Committee can see no 
means by which the judicial officers of a State can 
be compelled to assume the functions of jurors in 
the Supreme Court ot the United States. 
There are other objections to the practical work- 
ing of the bill under consideration, to which we do 
not think it necessary to refer. 
It may be true that the State of Maryland has 
been, in the late election for President and Vice- 
President, deprived of her just and fall rightin 
declaring who were legally chosen, by reason of 
frauds rpetrated by Returning Boards in some 
of the States.

THE CONGRESS. 
YESTERDAY'S SESSION. 

Berwin, June 17.—The session of the Con- 
gress to-day lasted nearly three, hours. The 
question of the admission of Greece was defi- 
nitely brought forward, but no decision was 
reached. The question has assumed more im- 
portance thar was at first expected. 

Confidence in the peaceful result which will 
assure the legitimate influence in the East of 
the Powers principally interested is increasing. 
An understanding between Russia and Austria 
is cousidered certain. 

‘“‘a CHIEL AMONG THEM.” 

Lonpon, June 17.—The Duke of Richmond 
and Gordon, Lord President of the Council, re- 
plying to Eerl Granville in the House of Lords 
to-day, said the memorandum of agreement be- 
tween England and Russia, published receutly, 
was surreptitiously procured through some 
person having access to the confidential papers. 
As an explanation of the Government’s poiicy, 
he said it was incomplete, and, therefore, inac- 
curate. The Goyernment would, at the earliest 
moment, give the fullest information. 

THE BULGARIAN BOUNDARY. 

Vienna, June 17.—Dispatches to the Political 
Correspondence say Austria, in accord with En- 
gland, aims at effecting the stable organization 
of the remaining Turkish territory. 

Preliminary discussions on the Buigarian 
question have encountered several obstacles, 
but an ultimate understanding is certain. 

BESSARABIA. 

The Roumanfan delegates have decided to 
remain in Bertin, as the Minister of one of the 
Great Powers has informed them that the Bes- 
sarabian question is by no means a settled 
matter. A 

It is said that the collision between the Turks 
and Montenegrins will be discussed to-morrow. 
A dispatch from Cattaro indicates that the af- 
fair is not expected to lead to further hostili- 
ties. 


DISRABLI AND GORTSCHAKOFPF. 

Berwin, June 17.—Lord Beaconsfield had an 
interview with Gortschakoff previous to the 
meeting of the Congress yesterday. 

RUSSIAN PROPOSALS. 

BERLIN, June 17.—It is stated in some quar. 
ters that the document printed in London on 
the 13th Inst. contains proposals submitted by 
Russia and rejected by England, and that their 
publication was procured by the Russians to 
prove they are not repugnant to English pub- 
lic opinion, and thus to limit the concessions 
English representatives may demand in the 
Congress. 

THE SERIOUS QUESTIONS. 

The questions which threaten the success of 
the Congress are believed io be the cession of 
Antivari to Montenegro, the position of Rou- 
melia in relation to Turkey, and of the adminis- 
trative and governmental organization of Rou- 
melia. Bessarabia will be yielded to the 
personal wishes of the Czar, and Roumapia 
will accept the Dobrudscha in exchange. The 
territorial concessions in Armenia will 
not mect with opposition from England. The 
question of war indemnity will be settled by 
the appointment of a Commission to collect the 
Turkish revenues and pay ever a certain pro- 
portion to Russia annually, or to capitalize such 
proportion by a foreign loan and pay the Rus- 
sian claim in bulk. In all these speculations 
no account is taken of a possible opposition 
from the Turks themselves. Carathodori Pasha 
is making preparations for a vigorous repre- 
sentation of Turkish interests. 

DISCUSSING MATTERS. 

Lonpon, June 17.—A correspondent at Ber- 
lin telegraphs: At present England, Russia, 
and Austria are actively engaged in discussion, 
whilst Germany, France, and Italy, the two 
first named because of mutual fear, maintain 
a strict reserve. Greece will present her claim 
to Epirus, Rhodes, Samos, and Crete.“ 

A correspondent in explaining the attitude 
of England says she does not and cannot agree 
to the Congress having authority to dispose of 
territory which Turkey has pot agreed to sur- 
render. The correspondent clings to the belief 
that Russia will have to go far beyond the limit 
of concessions indicated in the published docu- 
ments. 

The next sitting of the Congress will take place 
Wednesday. 

Lord Beaconsfield, previous to quitting Lon- 
don, received a menacing letter. He sent it to 
the Berlin police. 

STORMY SESSION. 

A special from Berlin states that yesterday's. 
sitting was somewhat stormy. The English 
delegates, supported by Count Andrassy, de- 
clared it impossible to even consider the propo- 
sition forthe Russian occupation of Bulgaria 
after the signing of the treaty.

News’ special from Eagle Pass, Tex., says 
the Mexican Government, having discovered that 
Gen. Mackenzie is on their soil with American 
troops, has ordered Col. Muncio, falsely report- 
ed dead, to take a hundred soldiers and go after 
Mackenzie. His troops being poorly mounted, 
it is not expected he will overtake Mackenzie.

It is 
impossible to predict whether President Mac- 
Mahou will lend himself to such intrigues, be- 
cause his character is little understood.

Department of the State Auditor’s office to-day 
issues the second part of its tenth annual re- 
port, containing much statistical information 
regarding life and accident insurancein this 
State. It is shown that thirty-three life and 
one accident insurance company have complied 
with the laws and been authorized to transact 
business in Illinois. These all belong to other 
States. Their paid-up guaranteed capital is 
given at $4,141,500. Five  life-insurance 
companies which were authorized to do busi- 
ness in this State last year have not complied 
with the Insurance laws of Illinois for the cur- 
rent year,—yviz.: the Protection, of Illinois; the 
Charter Oak, of Connecticut; the Globe Mu- 
tual, of New York; the Maryland, of Maryland, 
and the Universal, of New York. The life 
companies above named as legally doing busi- 
ness in IIlinois received premiums last year 
amounting to $2,696,861, and paid losses $1,081,- 
823. They reported policies in force up to Dec. 
31. 1877, amounting to $87,402,958. e acci- 
dent companies received $101,549 in premiums, 
paid $48,955 in losses, and have outstanding 
risks amounting to $7,748,254.

STANLEY’S LOVES.

The following little romance in real life will

There are few men in the world to whom life 
should apparentiy beso pleasant as to Mr. 
Henry Stanley; there are few, however. to 
whom it seems to be so bitter. All England is 
ready to do him honor; be has been overwhelm- 
ed with praise and congratulation; the Queen 
has received him; Parliament has thanked him; 
the two great journals for which he has made 
his explorations have amply rewarded him. But 
he is sullen, morose, discontented, and savage; 
he seems to enjoy nothing save occasionally 
making himself intensely disagreeabie at a pub- 
lic dinner or meeting where every one is anxious 
to do him honor. This is strange; Mr. Stanley 
is yet a young man, and life should still contain 
much joy for him. What is the explanation of 
this mystery? 
Mr. Staniey bas had a romance: it ended un- 
happily for him, and this has soured him to the 
heart. Before he went upon his second expe- 
dition to Africa, he met and fell madly in love 
with a charming young lady, the daughter of a 
wealthy citizen of Jewish extraction, whose 
name is perhaps best known in connection with 
the erection of an extensive but unfortunate 
opera-house. Mr. Stanley's passion was deep 
and violent, but he was told that, at least, he 
must wait, and that an immediate marriage was 
out of the question. He was anxious to win 
even greater fame and fortune ayd lay them at 
tne feet of his beloved. it was at this moment 
that the second African expedition was pro- 
posed to him; in it he saw the coveted oppor- 
tunity for distinction and reward, and 
he eagerly embraced the perilous com- 
mission. Throughout the whole of that terrible

From tbat moment Stanley was g changed 
man. His delight in life was wholly lost. His 
natural good humor and buoyancy of spirit gave 
place to long fits of melancholy, alternated with 
violent outbursts of petulance and anger. The 
plaudits with which he was received upon his 
arrival in England were distasteful to him; he 
reyenged himself by attacking with urreasona- 
bie rage . one who ventured to differ on 
even the slightest subject with him. 

This, however, was Mr. Stavley’s second love 
affair. He had experienced a previous disap- 
pointment, but it had not deepiy wounded him. 
Chancing to be spending some time upon the 
Island of Crete, he saw from his window a 
young Greek maiden in the garden of the 
opposite house, and he at once felt that 
his fate was sealed.

New York Tirnes, June i. 

Three thousand women crowded together, 
rumpled each other’s dresses, disarranged their 
hair, and had their tempers spoiled, within and 
without the Centra! Baptist Church, at Eighth 
and South Fifth streets, Williamsburg, last 
evening. Two thousand little boys and girls 
added their efforts to the general endeavor to 
get into the building, and, in so doing, made 
confusion of the most confounded character.

CONFESSION OF PERJURY. 


Strange Story of a Terrible Wrong—Three 
Yoang Men in the Kentucky State Prison 
Through False Testimony. 

Cincinnati Commercial, June 15. 

An act of tardy justice. was performed yes- 
terday by a repentant woman, who had carried 
the painful burden on her mind for nearly two 
years, while three innocent men were serving 
in the Frankfort Penitentiary through fier per- 
jured evidence. When her confession had been 
reduced to writing and sworn to before the 
Notary Public, Charles C. Spreen, the wretched 
woman seemed transformed into another being, 
as the weight was lifted from her soul. Her 
statement is in substance as follows: 

Early in the spring of 1876, when 18 years old, 
she was unmarried and named Alvina Roenecke. 
Residing at the time mentioned. iu Newport, she 
became intimate with a young man named Jobu 
Kessler. This intimacy: w& followed by an 
intercourse that placed her in a delicate condi- 
tion. On making this known to her parents, 
they sent for Kessler, and demanded that he 
marry her. He refused, giving as a reason that 
others as well as he were sharers in the parent- 
age. Her father and mother then in combina- 
tion forced her to go before the Grand Jury 
of Campbell County, Kentucky, and make oath 
against John Kessler, Louis Miller, William 
Trautman, and Frank Schinlap, all boys under 
the age of 19, charging them with outragiug 
her person in Taylor’s Woods. On her evidence 
they were indicted, and on trial before the Coun- 
ty Criminal Court she, as prosecuting witness, 
was the means of their being sentenced to ten 
years at hard labor in the Frankfort Peniten- 
tiary. Kessler, on an appeal, was granted 
another trial, and was released on his marrying 
the girl. The other prisoners were sent down 
the road to Frankfort, where they now are. Her 
eworn confession concludes as follows: Afflant 
further says she has prayed to God to forgive 
her, and prays pardon for the great crime she 
has committed upon innocent persons who are 
pow suffering in the State Prison.“ 

This document, together with a petition ol 
great length, will be taken by Attorney Berry, 
of Newport, in person, to the Goveraor, and 
tuere is no doubt that Executive ciemency will 
be used in the case. The Noiary seemed as 
delighted over the voluntary act as was the 
wretched woman.

High Wages Make Dear Living. 
(inetnnati Garette. 
The common talk of the pclitical workingman 
is that all strikes for higher pay are of labor 
nst capital, and that all which is gained by 
such strike of any class of workmen is taken 
out of capital for the benefit of labor, and that 


- is in their interest. Is this true? 


— —— 


if all would combine and strike they could ben- 
efit all workmen at the expense of capital. By 
this theory every strike is a benefit to all work- 
men, and all disturbance of labor by agitation 
Let us look 
into the matter. The way to do this is not by 
lumping generalizations, but by looking into 

he wor of thingsin detail, and showing 
how each person is affected. 

Let us n with coal-mining, which is a 
large branch of labor, and in which there is 
most of this agitation. Suppose the miners 
strike, and raise the wages 50 cents a ton; how 
does this work? Every workman is a con- 
sumer of coal. The great body of the coal- 
consumers are laborers. This advance in the 
pay of the miners raises the cost of coal to 
every laborer’s family half a dollaraton, Is 
that getting even with capital? Is it in any 
sense a strike of labor against capital? It is 
simply a strike of one set of laborers against all 
other laborers. Ali the advance they get is so 
much added to the difficulty of other workinen 
to make ends meet. ; 

The working is the same in all branches of 
production. These political workingmen ignore 
the circumstance that every laborer is a con- 
sumer to the amount of all that he earns, and 
that every advance in wages raises the cost of 
the article which he consumes. If an unequal 
advance is made in one branch of labor. 
all other laborers have so much added 
to their burdens, without any compensation. 
If the advance goes on until it becomes equal 
all around, then all come out where they were 
before: they have succeeded after great dis- 
turbances, always attended with loss, in raising 
their wages and the cost of their living in the 
same degree, and are no better off. 

Take, for example, the large branch of labor in 
making shoes. Thisisaclass that is well or- 
ganized and has frequent strikes. When the 
shoemakers strike and succeed in getting an ad- 
vance of 25 cents a pair, does it come out of 
capital? It is an advance iu the cost of shoes to 
every consumer. Who compose the mass of 
consumers of shoes? The laborers. They have 
two feet the same as the capitalist. The work- 
man is as likely as the capitalist to have a large 
family. And his avocation makes him wear out 
more shoes than the rson of jeisure. Yet 
workmen are persuaded that an advance in the 
cost of their shoes is a gain of the laborer from 
the capitalist. 1 

Take the railroads as another illustration. 
Only a few years ago there was a great popular 
organization calling for vast expenditures by 
Government to build competing railroads and 
canals to reduce prices of transportation, so as 
to reduce the price of food and other necessa- 
ries to the laborer. But last summer the idea 
was raised that a general strike of railroad 
workmen, to raise their wages and the prices of 
transportation, was for the interest of all work- 
men, and that all ought to join them, and to 
stop all production until their demands were 
granted. But higher cost of transportation 
means a higher price for every article which the 
workman consumes. It means higher prices for 
every article of subsistence and comfort in all 
the branches of food, clothing, and shelter for 
himself and his family. Is it not an interesting 
picture of the capacity of man for self-preser- 
vation when we see all the workmen of the 
country in a ferment in the cause of raising the 
cost of their own subsistence, and calling it a 
gain to labor trom capital. 


WILLIAM CULLEN BRYANT. 


An Estimate of Him as a Poet, a Public 
Man, and an Editor. 
' Correspondence Cincinnati Enqutrer, § ons 

New York, June 12.—That areal poet is the 
best citizen of a place has been several times 
true. In Homer’s track Greece is dug up and 
the signet-rings of old Agamemnon found. 
Cervantes and poetry are the remains of Spain, 
and her Tope de Vega, like England’s Shak- 
speare aud Germany's Schiller, set the national 
taste and tone. Russia has been only recently 
conveved to us in her social reality by Turgen- 
ieff, who is poet as well as tale-maker, andis in 
enormous respect there. Many cities com- 
pete for Dante’s bones, and poor little Hans 
Andersen has been the most famous Dane since 
Hamlet. Bismarck is a poet, and wrote, 1 Am 
a Prussian, Would a Prussian Be’’; so is Dom 
Pedro, who wrote us a song. 

BRYANT’S PLACE. 

Mr. Bryant as a poet made the remainder of 
himself. He was an editor and a public man, 
but the correct principles of his poetry guided 
and refined both these labors. Artistically 
chaste, he made a chaste overseer and critic of 
events. Clean andcold were the qualities of 
his poetry, his press, and his politics. It might 
have been supposed that a poet would have had 
a warm temperament among editors and pub- 
licists; he did have a hot and scourging temper, 
but it was strained through the instincts of art, 
and fell like moonshine, though heated from an 
unseen sun. 

It is one result of poetry to cause austerity; 
there is measure in poetry and rule. The in- 
toxicated. Poe and the sensual Byron were cold 
in mind. Bryant’s poetical genius was rather 
composite, and drawn from various sources, 
aiming at perfection rather than profusion. 
He will not be the founder of any school 
of poetry, though he was a rare result 
of the artistic instinct carefully nursed. 
He belongs indeed to the type of talent. If he 
had genius he used it like atalent, and never 
let it loose. The creative power was much 
wanting in him. Turn over his pieces and they 
present in only a fewinstances an image ora 
story; they are reflective, delicate, comprehen- 
sive, with great power to sweep through space 
and blend conclusions, but still the imagination 
is that of an archangel, not a Creator. Aud 
God made man;” Bryant stopped short of that 
supreme poetry. I cannot think, therefore, 
that he is to be considered as a master- poet be- 
side Tennyson, Browning, Victor Hugo, Whit- 
tier, or Longfellow. He put to sea in scallops, 
and they sailed exquisiteiy, but never tooka 
passenger. Yet, inside of limited designs, he 


‘was as rare as a shell in which is heard the 


moaning of eternity, its smallness holding the 
roar of imagination. 

Poets, in their high. walks, are men of im- 
mense utility. Their worldly craft is to make 
men chaste in language and clear of thought. 
He who clears a people's language of its weeds 
is also preparing the mind for fruit. Half of 
the quarrels of history are over words, which 
are devils unless well begotten. Mr. Bryant 
was, above everybody. the American style- 
maker. He wrote with Greek purity. Born in 
1704, he bore example in 1816. His pieces, 
therefore, guided our fathers and taught our 
mothers how to write. = 

THANATOPSIS IN PROSE. 

Thanatopsis is merely a healthy view of death, 
on the principle of the [rishman’s reflections on 
the terrors of Niagara: What's to hinder it?“ 
They all doit. Reduced to prose, this celebrat- 
ed piece is as follows: if you love Nature sne 
will make you healthy, even on gloomy sub- 
jects, as death. Everything visible is only the 
ornamentation on Ope great tomb for every- 
body. Before and behind procecd everlasting 
funerals, but it is comfortable to know that all 
tne best company is.dead, or soon hopes to be. 

Thou shalt lie down 
With patriarchs of the infant world—with Kings, 
The powerful of the earth—the wise, the good, 
Fair forms and hoary scers of ages past, 
Allin one mighty sepulchre. 

Having this certainty before you, take up a 
natural gait, turn out your toes, and Jim along 
Josey! Such is Thanatopsis. the greatest of 
American obituary poetry. Mr. Bryant was 22 
years old when he published it in 1816. If he 
began it, as alleged, in 1812, he was four years 
doing it. It was not, therefore, a miraculous 
piece of work; for, a lad who published The 
Embargo,“ a pretty mature political tirade, at 
the age of 14, andin book form, must have de- 
voted his whole gizzard to poetry right onward, 
and at 22 would be as old as other poets at 40. 
It is the age at which we begin that we compute 
from. Thanatopsis has a stately, swelling move- 
ment and broad vision like a black swan giiding 
over Lethe. It bas had ever since 1816 
to gliae. It arose before Comly’s Spelling- 
book or the First Reader. It took the channel 
and gave the back-swas to all following poetry. 
It was American, everybody said, and ‘must be 
recited at all the seminarics and plagiarized for 
all the albums. It is wonderfully complete in 
its brevity, and Leath is, no doubt, the grandest 
subject of literature. Mr. Brvant, however, as 
far as poetry was eoncerned, sank into Thana- 
turgy forever afterward; chaste, stately tidbits 
of Death and of Nature, Death’s best friend, 
composed the remainder of his poems. 

AS A PUBLIC MAN AND EDITOR 
Mr. Bryant had length of days and length of 
independence greatiyin his favor. He added 
to these by substituting for mere ambition and 


.. public success the bashfulness of a poet and the 


vanity ot authority. He differed from editors 
nowadays by not caring to seem to be somebody, 
yet was. From the outbreak of his poetical 
genius he spoke with that authority that micht 
have been cailed conceit had he shown 
any corresponding vanity. But refusing 
to take offices, preside over clubs, and 
affect a prominence, he maintained the authori- 
ty he felt. He was arrogant of mind from 
childhood, and with his arrogance honest. Low 
envy, fear, condescension, trading were equally 
apart from him, though he had Yankee thrift 
and money-making capacity, but not even 
avarice took hold of him fast. It was a poet’s 
honor and a t’s scorn which gave him great, 
bashful manliness. Mr. Greelev had a banker- 
ing for otfice; old Mr. Bennett for social recog- 
nition, Mr. Raymond for oratory, Gen. Webb 
for noise and applause, the Brookses for cash; 
old Bryant wanted nothing but his will, and if 
he could have had it without words would have 
never said them. 

The Zwvening Post was not his creation. It 
was started when he was 7 years old, and 
is older than his poetry. Alexander Ham- 
iiten is supposed to have abetted its

which he published until 1821, sole editor. He 
died a Federalist long after Federalism was 
dead. Bryant came on the Post while Coleman 
was alive, in 1826, after he had been in New 
York about two years, ying the part of 
magazine editor, Ste. e was 30 years old 
when he shut up his law-office in Mass- 
achusetts, having achieved little there except 
the name of poet. His daily newspaper con- 
nection greatly assisted to circulate his poems, 
through Irving in England. In 1829, after three 
years’ editorial work, Bryant was left by Cole- 
man’s death the editorof the Post. About 
1848 he purchased an old house at Roslyn, Long 
Island, and lived there much of the remainders 
of his life. His ‘principal business man for

THE SHAH OF PERSIA. 


No Longer a Lion. 
London Times, June 1, 

The Shah of Persia bas entered the Russian 
Capital in state. He was received by the Czarin 
person with those honors which a great military 
monarchy is able to bestow in magnificent pro- 
fusion. The curiosity of the Russian people was 
naturally excited by the visit, but it is evident, 


thusiasm which greeted the advent of Nassr-ed- 
Deen a few years ago is not to be revived. The 
Shah was then enveloped in a cloud of mystery 
and romance such.as that which still wraps the 
far-away Royalties of China and Japan. He 
was accepted upon trust as a type of 
barbaric splendor. History unfolded all the 
associations that have been amassed 
around the name of Persia since the 
days of Cyrus. The spell of its departed great- 
ness ander a score of dynasties lingered around 
it, and generated some harmless illusions re- 
specting the political and commercial conse- 
quences to be expected from the visit of its des- 
potic ruler, The Shah came to Europe and was 
a three-months’ wonder, The magnificence of 
his jewels, the eccéntricity of his manners, the 
interest with which he seemed to regard all the 
machinery, to him so strange and wondrous, of 
Western civilization, aid not disappoint popular 
curiosity. But the theatrie effect of his abpear- 
ance, coming, as it were, out of another world, 
cannot be reproduced. It would have faded 
away before the cold light of familiarity even 
if ruder practical shocks had not followed. 
Before the Shah had completed, in the summer 
of 1873, bis tour among the Capitals of Europe, 
the sentiment of wondering interest that met 
him in St. Petersburg and Berlin, and 
even later in London and Paris, had 
begun to be qualified by closer experience. 
When all the pageantry was over, and the glit- 
ter of the diamonds no longer dazzled men’s 
eyes, an uneasy suspicion grew up that“ bar- 
baric pearl and gold“ masked a too real bar- 
barism. The superficial impressionableness of 
an excitable and fickle nature, the cupidity 
aroused by the riches of the civilized world, the 
levity and duplicity which are among the most 
conspicuous marks of the semi-barbarous auto- 
crat, were suspected before they came to licht. 
But soon after the Shah’s return to Persia it 
was found that all the brilliant promises upon 
which the credulous founded their hopes of a 
field for enterprise im Persia were so much wast- 
ed breath. This discovery shattered the specu- 
lations of those who anticipated important po- 
litical results, whether favorable or unfavorable 
to English interests, as well as of those who 
looked for the spread of commerce and the ex- 
tension of civilizing influences between the Cas- 
pian and the Persian Gulf among the results of 
the Shah’s visit. 

The Shab has come again, and it is probable 
that the altered character of his welcome will 
surprise and irritate him. He will find that 
neither his splendor nor his eccentricities any 
longer pique European curiosity. and that no 
imaginative hopes are excited by dreams of en- 
listing him among civilized and civilizing sov- 
ereigns. It is not likely that he possesses such 
a power of self-analysis as will reveal to him the 
share that his own character and actions have 
had in causing the change. Itis quite certain 
that he does not understand enough of Eu- 
ropean society to appreciate the other causes 
which have cooled the enthusiasm of five years 


0. 
he people of Persia are among the most 
abominably governed of nations, and in none 
has misgoverument more disastrously perverted 
and degraded the national character. The des- 
potism of the reigning Shah has, perhaps, been 
practically mitigated in some respects if we 
compare it with the hideous records of his pre- 
decessors’ rule, but it is in its essence corrupt 
and cruel, repudiating every guarantee for life 
and iiberty, and crushing all movements of in- 
dustry and enterprise through caprice or greed. 
The result is that the population is dwindling, 
and the great salt desert is winning back the 
soil formerly conquered by human labor. The 
character of the Persians is well under- 
stood in the East, and is worthy of 
little respect. It is no exaggeration to 
say that in morality and civilization 
they are as far behind the Turks as the Turks 
are behind the nations of the West. In spite of 
a superficial grace of manners and a keenness 
of wit which have obtained for them the name 
of » the French of the East,“ in spite, too, of 
the literary distinction which their language 
still preserves, their intellectual power is now 
of alow order. False and frivolous, they can- 
not be trusted, and do not pretend to trust one 
another. Their vices are deeply rooted, 
strength and courage are perishing from among 
them; they are, in fact, a dying race, and but 
for the more virile element in the northern 
provinces, their decay would doubtless be even 
more rapid. On such a people misgovernment, 
famine, aud pestiJence fail with terrible effect, 
and national feebleness approaches a state of 
utter prostration. 

For a long time Persia has been substantially 


a vassal of Russia because of ber own utter 


weakness and the commanding presence of Rus- 
sian power at her gates. She could do nothing 
to heip, as she could do nothing to hinder, a 
Russian advance upon Herat, the only point at 
which British interests seem to be brought close 
to Persian intervention. Separated from Tur- 
key by sectarian feuds, by a jealous rivalry, and 
by long-standing border disputes, the Persians 
have nevertheless been unable to _ inflict 
any serious damage upon their  neigh- 
bor even in the hour of her greatest distresses. 
This may be accepted, indeed, as the measure 
of Persia’s political and military impotence. 
Her alliance would probably be secured with 
the greatest ease by Russia, if it has not been 
secured already, but the instability of the 
Persian mind and the capricious nature of 
Oriental despotisms make such arrangements 
altogether worthless. This the Russian Gov- 
ernment well understands, and the Shah's 
visit is likely, therefore, to be as barren of 
political results as of those commercial and 
civilizing advantages which were anticipated 
five years ago, but have now wholly vanished. 


ABRAHAM LINCOLN, 


The Story of His Assassination, as Told by 
the Manager of the Theatre in Which the 
Crime Was Perpetrated—A Sealed Packet 
Written by the Murderer, and Expisining 
the Deed, Destroyed by a Frightened 


Actor. 
Dispaica te Cincinnati Enquirer. 


BaLTIMORE,,June 15.—The imoression has 
long prevailed that Mr. John T. Ford, who was 
manager of Ford’s Theatre at thetime the 
Booth-Lincoln assassination occurred, was 
familiar with facts in connection with the mat- 
ter that had never appeared in priut, and he was 
approached bv a Gazetle reporter and asked if 
such was the case. Mr. Ford remarked that he 
had frequently been requested to give expres- 
sion to his views on the subject, but had de- 
clined. A general conversation on the subject, 
however, ensued, the substance of which, with 
Mr. Ford’s permission, we print. It throws 
some light on the great tragedy. Mr. Ford 


said : 

„John Wilkes Booth was trained from earliest 
infancy to consider the ‘almost dcified assassin 
Brutus just as Shakspeare immortalized him. 
His father was named Junius Brutus. His 
brother is now the bearer of that surname. The 
great Booth frequently appeared in the play of 
Julius Cesar,’ and no later than 1864 three of 
his sons acted the three leading characters of 
the play to an audience that applauded the 
sentiments of Brutus to the echo. 

No trace the assassination of Lincoln: On 
the morning of April 14, 1865, Booth, who had 
conspired for six months previous to abduct 
President Lincoln aud convey him a prisoner to 
the South, was the last guest at breaklast at the 
National Hotel in Washington. The surrender 
at Appomattox had ended all chance for him to 
carry out his original conspiracy. He left the 
hotel after 11 clock that morning, and walked 
up Sixth street to H, and stopped at the Sur- 
ratt House, where be met the widow 
who kept it returning from the religious 
services of Good-Friday, and then in the 
act of going to her former country place—the 
vehicle to convey her aiready at the door—to col- 
lect some money due her, so as to pay what was 
due by her to the Calvert estate. Booth, when 
informed of her intended visit, requested her to 
get some articles belonging to him that he bad 
left at the country tavern, and then, biddin 
her adieu, he walked up H street to Tenth an 
down Tenth to the theatre.

They knew the 
abduction conspiracy had been abandoned, but 
Payne, Atzerodt, and Herold were in Washing- 
ton. ese latterhe got together, and con- 
spired with them to kill the President, the vic- 
torious General, and some of the Cabinet. He 
must have written, between the time when he 
parted with his co-conspirators and the hour he 
again appeared at the theatre, a lengthy state- 
ment for publication, excusing his intended 
crime by Roman precedent. When dying 
be referred to it for his justification. He 
gave, on the evening of the 14th, a pack- 
age to an actor, directing its delivery the 
next day to the National Intelligencer. The 
actor confesses that he, frightened at the risk 
he ran, broke the seal, read the inclosed matter 
and at midnight burnt it. If that package had 
been preserved it would have revealed the 
declaration that until noon that day its writer 
had not premeditated murder; but, ‘teeling 
deeply the humiliation of the South, to the peo- 
ple of which he bore all the love that Brutus 
ever felt for Rome, he would strike down that 
night the leading men the victorious hosts 
who were then shouting their peans of triumph. 
When dying, with bis face lit up with blase of 
the burning barn upon the Garrett farm just 
at the break of day on the morning of April 24, 
he muttered some words. A soldier bent over 
him and caught them from his fast-ebbing 
breath. First, a message for his mother: Tell 
her I did it, as I thought, for the best.’ And 
then he said: ‘Tell others that the communi- 
cation I wrote to the National Jntelligencer will 
explain why I did what I did.’ 

During the conspiracy trial at the Arsenal, 
the Hon. Joseph Holt, the Judge-Advocate, 
called John F, Coyle, then the publisher of the 
Nationai Intelligencer. and asked if that com- 
mudication ever been received. His rep! 
was No.“ It was,“ continued Mr. For 
“burnt in the grate of a chamber of 
a boarding-house, and a Catholic priest, 
now living in Washington, had the 
fact confessed to him soon afterward. 
I had the occurrence revealed to me, with the 
added information of the confession, by the 
party who was the custodian of the package.

at midday, and he never met her again. 

In order to demonstrate that his brain was 
turned by the poetic and dramatic glamour 
which transmitted the story of the Roman as- 
sassination,’’ said Mr. Ford, “it is but just to 
describe him at this time: In person, he was 
remarkabiv handsome, with a face of singular 
manly beauty, in perfect health, less than 26 
years of ave, and almost idolized by iis frieuds. 
As an actor, he could earn at least $10,000 per 
annum. He was so popular in Boston that 
during an engagement at the Museum hundreds 
of ladies have waited to see him leave the stage 
to go to his hotel. The facts and opinions will, 
I think, show the great danger of glorifying as- 
sassination under any circumstances. Julius 
Cesar was to Rome the union of the scholar, 
soldier, and the gentleman. ‘ Mighty Cesar!

That Fatal Sixty. 
Philadelphia Press. 

A paragraph is “running through the news- 
papers,“ as the saying is, to the effect that 
„The Emperor of Russia, haying completed nis 
60th vear, is bound to become mad, as his pre- 
decessors op the throne have done so at that 
age. This declaration, not founded on 
facts,“ may be wortby of contradiction, be- 
cause, a short time hence, persons who read it, 
and belong to the numerous class who think 
that whatever appears in print must be trne, will 
givefull credence to this. 

The present Czar, who completed his 60th 
year on the 29th of last April, is the only 

ussian sovereign, during over two centuries 
and a half, who attained the age said to be so 
fatal to his race. The Czar Michael, the first 
Romanoff who ruled in Russia, his reign begin- 
ning in 1618, died at the age of 49; Alexis, his 
son and successor, at 48; Feodor, at 25; Ivan, at 
33; Peter the Great, at 53; Catherine I., his 
widow, and successor, born of. humble parents 
in Livonia, at 45; Peter II., at 15; Anne, at 47; 
Ivan, at 24; Elizabeth, at 52; Peter III., at 84; 
Catherine II., at 67; Paul, at 47; Alexander I., 
at 48; and Nicholas, before he was 50. Here, of 
sixteen Russian sovereigns, from 1613 to 1878, 
only one, the present Czar, may be said to have 
reached the newspaper-fated age of 60. Cath- 
erine of Russia, who lived seven years longer, 
was a German, without one drop of Russian 
blood in her veins. Seeing that, in over 2 
years of areigning family, to whom the 60th 
year was to prove fatal, only ome reached that 
age, it is clear that the popular belief was alto- 
gether wrong.

A PARADISE FOR COMMUNISTS. A

WHAT THE POTTER COMMITTEE. HAS

railroad practice of giving certain persons 
advantages not enjoyed by others. The 
efficient enforcement of such a provision, if 
practicable, would stop the pernicious policy 
of “ cutting rates.” 

8. The next section covers the practice of 
rebate, which is a subterfuge employed fre- 
quently to carry out the same favoritism as 
„ utting rates,” but still enable a railroad or 
its officers to deny that they are engaged in 
any such business. It is, therefore, forbid- 
den to return or permit to be returned any 
drawback or commission which shall result 
in giving one party the same service at a 
cheaper rate than is offered to others. This 
applies likewise to corporations as well as in- 
dividuals. 

4. The law also prohibits the charging of 
any higher rate per mile for a shorter than 
for a longer distance in the case of any con- 
tinuous carriage of freight, when the charge 
for the latter service within a single State or 
Territory is regulated by law or fixed by 
schedule. This is intended, we presume, to 
prevent railroads from taking advantage of 
an accidental State-line boundary to evade 
the State regulations. A broad prohibition 
of making a cheaper rate per mile for a long 
distance than for a short distance would 
probably be resisted by the public as 
well as the railroads, for there are certain 
expenses—such as handling, loading, un-

As the entire number of men in Philadelphia 
who work for wages, including every trade- 
unionist and laborer in the city, docs not ex 
ceed 75,000, it is difficult to understand how it 
can be that “more than 100,000 workingmen 
are idle and starving.“ The fact is the alleged 
number of idle men really willing to work is 
exaggerated tenfold, and the number of those 
% starving”’ fiftyfold. To supply 100,000 men 
steady work at living wages fora year would 
require $50,000,000 at the rate of 8500 apiece. 
It would be necessary for Congress, iu order to 
comply with the demands of the lobby jobbers 
who sent the dispatch, to levy $50,000,000 
of addititional taxes upon the people 
of the United States, $4,000,000 of 
which would fall upon Illinois to pay. 
To provide work by Congress for 100,000 per- 
sous tn Philadelphia, the wages fund of the rest 
of the community would have to be depleted 
fifty millions, which would result in cutting 
down the pay of all those now at work for 
wages, and in discharging great numbers of 
laboring men in all parts of the country. The 
greater are appropriations, the higher taxes 
must be to pay them, and the higher taxes are, 
the more men are crippled in their business to 
pay them. For every man set at work by such 
means two men are discharged.

REGULATING INTER-STATE COMMERCE. 
Mr. Watson, @ Pennsylvania Congressman, 
introduced into the House of Representa- 
tives some time ago a bill “‘ to regulate inter-

ination by common carriers.” ‘This bill was 
afterwards favorably reported by the Com- 
mittee on Commerce, but it never succeeded 
in securing serious attention, and of course 
now goes over to the next session. We have 
read the bill, and suspect that the real reason 
why Congress never gave it the considera- 
tion which the subject itself merits is because 
the members could not make out its purpose 
or understand its provisions. The bill is a 
mass of technical verbiage, abounding in end- 
less and unnecessary repetitions, and so in- 
volved in construction that it is next to im- 
possible to penetrate to its meaning. In its 
present shape it will never find: favor with 
Congress for these reasons; but it is not un-

A PALACE DRY-GOODS CAR. 

A correspondent of the American Manufac- 
turer says: 0 

The United States Rolling-Stock Company, at 
their shops in Chicago, are getting up what may be 
called a new departure. This is a palace dry-goods 
car, to be used on railroads by dealers in arg ood 
carrying samples along as well as stock to be de- 
liverea when sold. This car is sixty feet long. not 
including platforms at each end, or sixty-six feet 
long over all; is built as light as possible, and yet 
is strong. The construction of the body is ver 
simple, having only two large windows on eac 
side for lighting purposes, but at each end there is 
to be a stateroom for the traveling merchants to 
occupy nights or days, while on the roads. These 
staterooms are lighted by three small windows 
each. The inside of the car was not Unished for 
use, so we Cannot tell just how it is to be arranged, 
but no doubt convenient for the purpose. his 
car has a sub-cellar, as they call it, between the 
fore and aft trucks, where may be stored large 
quantities of domestic goods while in transit, and 
it has what may be called a mansard roof, or double 
deck, for light and ventilation, giving it the ap- 

arance of a sleeping-car, except the finish. This

As far as can be 
learned no business of special interest is to 
come before tbe meeting. 


The passenger business to the East is still in 
a very unsettled condition, and tickets to New 
Fork, Boston, and Philadelphia can be pur- 
chased in outside office at a reduction of $3 to 
$4. The General Managers of some of the East- 
ern roads are expected in the city to-day, and it 
is probable that during their presence some 
steps will be taken to bring the troubles in re- 
gard to this business to a termination and re- 
store again the regular tariff rates. 


A well-known Chicago railroad man writes 
from London to a friend that the absence of a 
first-class American steamsbip line between 
New York and Liverpool is a standing regret to 
the Americans traveling in Eurove. While the 
English, French, and Germans have their great 
iron ships, America can boast of only a few 
ordinary-sized vessels from provincial ports. 
This gentleman can see no reason why some of 
our railroad magnates or capitalists cannot‘con- 
struct floating palaces like those of the Williams 
& Guion or other famous trausatlantic lines, 
and make them pay. 


No steps have yet been taken by the roads 
leading East from this city to reaffirm the 
freight rates to the East. The railroads claim 
that they still adhere to the 20 cent rate on 
grain from Chicago to New York, but there are 
a number of shippers who state that they can 
contract for all the grain they want for 18 cents 
and less. It is probable that a meeting of Man- 
agers and General Freight Agents will be held 
in a few days to make some sort of an arrange- 
ment by which uniform rates can be maintained. 
Unless something 1s done speedily in this airec- 
tion another freight war cannot well be avoided. 


THE HOSTILES. 


Gen. Howard Proceeding to Malheur in Ex. 
pectation of Happy Results !—Heroic Ace- 
tion of the Chief Natchez—Each Soldier to 
Bag Two or Three Red Fiends. 
SmwvxnCrrr, June 17.—Gen. Hgward reached 

Camp Lyons yesterday. Col. Whipple’s com- 
panies of over 100 mounted men are moving to 
effect a junction with Col. Beruard's command. 
Bernard’s command left Sheep Ranche yester- 
day in the direction of Stein’s Mountain. The 
junction will be effected this evening or to-mor- 
row morning. Gen. Howard left Camp Lyons 
this morning for Malheur. It is his intention 
to proceed up Malheur with Stewart’s three 
companies of cavalry, aud be prepared to head 
off the hostiles. An effort will be made to 
corral the savages. There are, how- 
ever, nearly 700 Indians on the war- 
path, including the Bannocks, Nez Perces, 
Shoshones, and Piutes. During Sarah’s (Win- 
nemucca) recent trip in the hostile camp, she 
gained admission to the camp by putting war- 
paint on her Tage and using a red blanket. 
brought important information concerning the 
movements and strength of the hostiles. The 
savages had captured three men, one of them a 
letter-carrier, and were going to kill them Fri- 
day last. The Piute Chief, Natchez, deter- 
mined to save their lives. He was with the 
Chiefs in council, and made an excuse to leave 
a few minutes on plea of illness. He had 
four horses ready, and, with the white 
prisoners, by previous arrangement, suc- 
ceeded in making his escape. Eagle of 
Light demanded of the Winnemuccas and 
Eagans that they should join the hostiles. They 
steadily refused, claiming they had made a 
treaty with the whites and could not take up 
arms against them. Now they wanted the Ban- 
nocks to go back to Fort Hall, where they 
belonged. Eagle Eye is also with the hostiles. 
Camp Lyon is to be made the base of supplies 
forthe centre and left wing of the attacking 
force. The Chief of the Winnemuccas started 
from Bernard’s command at noon yesterday to 
briug in some of his people. There are fears 
he may have been captured. 

Gen. Howard left Camp Lyon this morning, 
accompanied by some members of his staff, a 
few soldiers, and Sallie, the Winnemucca,—in 
all about adozen. The Indians are reported to 
be burning buildings at Stein’s Mountains and 
committing other depredations. A large num- 
ber of Piutes are held as prisoners on account of 
a refusal to join the hostiles. 
mucca, is reported killed. Three columns will 


be moving on the hostiles’ position at Stein's 


Mountain to-morrow, viz.: from Sheep Rauche, 
Camp Harney, and Maibeur. The settlers at 
White Horse are hourly nap Sa attack.

HOOLEY’S THEATRE, 

A brilliant audience assembled at Hooley’s 
Theatre last evening to witness the first pro- 
duction there of The Mother's Secret.“ The 
cast of the play comprised the full strength of 
the Union Square Theatre Compary, and the 
scenery and appointments were, as promised, 
the same that won the praises of the New York 
audiences. The story is that ofa gay woman, 
an ex-leader of fashion, who has suddenly be- 
come a zealot and a domestic tyrant, after her 
marriage with a Marquis De Jasmin. She is 
the mother of a daughter whom she is deter- 
mined shall take the veil, in spite of the girl’s 
assertion that she has no call to lead such a 
life.“ As the story develops it becomes apparent 
that this daughter, who has been predestined to 
a living tomb, isthe iruit of the mother’s sin 
before marriage, and that ber wish to force the 
child to enter a convent is the result of a 
morbid belief that in so doing she (the mother) 
is making atonement to Heaven for the sin 
committed on earth, and securing the: * sinless 
child vf sin from the temptations which she 
herself had failed to withstand. The advent of 
the real father of the girl, who opposes this 
sacrifice, and refuses to have his offspring made 
a vicarious atonement for her mother’s early 
indiscretion, leads to powerful dramatic situa- 
tions in the second, fourth, and fifth acts 
of the work. These sensational scenes 
are relieved by bright comedy scenes alive with 
witty dialogue and biting sarcasm, at once pro- 


exposition of hypocrisy in the person of a 
sanctimonious tutor, the friend of the mother, 
ani by the efforts of ber son-in-law to obtain 
possession of his own wife, the step-daughter 
of the zealot-mother. who keeps the eager hus- 
band from his young wife on account of her 
dislike to the worldliness of bis ways. The 
story is sufficiently interesting to keep the sym- 
pathies of the audience alive through five acts, 
and to provoke controversy asto its moral 
purport. An edition of this piece;in which 
the motives of action were shrouded from the 
contemplation of gentility, was produced some 
time ago. The principal motive—that of asin 
committed, and therefore calling for expiation 
—was sicklied o’er with the pale cast of modern 
sentimentaiism, and the play was found to lose 
in vigor. The adapter proposed to improve 
upon Sardou, but the drapery he threw around 
his model was discovered to be somewhat too 
gauzy to conceal the original idea. The present 
version is not one sweeteved for the American 
market, butthat of the master rendered into 
good Englisb. 

Enough, however, of the play. The most 
important role is that of the ar- 
chioness de Jasmin, the bigot, and 
sinning mother. This was played by 
Miss Ida Vernon with great force, and an evi- 
dent understanding of its many meanings. The 
speech in the third act, which at once reveals 
her sin and her misdirected zeai in its atone- 
ment, was delivered with singular power: and 
her scene with her old lover, the father of her 
child, in the fourth act, quite filled the measure 
of Sardou's conception. At times, however, it 
was apparent that her effortsin the quieter 
scenes were checked, if mot marred, by the 
nervousness natural to a first representation of 
so exacting a part. The old lover and father 
now a French Admiral—was played by Mr. 
Charles F. Coghlan, and it was in this role that-he 
originaliy appeared in New York. His perform- 
ance of te approaches perfection in every detail. 
His first entrance, admirably prepared by the 
playwright, is alone worth seeing. As was 
said of him by an Eastern critic, *‘ He seemed to 
bring the salt sea breezes with him.’’ There 
was no mistaking his vocation; he was a sailor, 
buta sailor of the quarter-deck, not of the 
forecastie. The repressed love of a father who 
is loath to betray the paternity he yearns to

oe CAPT.” EADS’ JETTIES. 

The Memphis Avalanche is not convinced that 
Capt. Eads’ jetty-channel is a success, and, after 
mentioning several steamers which, drawing 
eighteen to twenty feet of water, have grounded 
bard and fast when Eads proclaimed the depth 
of water to be twenty-two feet, it goes on to re- 
mark: 

Subsequent information shows that the Agia 
Sofia at the time alluded to (May 14) drew 18.5 
feet. Four days before, a depth on thé bar.of 
23.2 feet was certified officiaily. But this depth, 
the Captain informs us, was in the middie. So 
a certified devth means such adepth in a cer- 
tain spot, and perhaps four or five feet less a 
little to the right or left. This is not the chan- 
nel the people are paying for under Capt. 
Eads’ contract. 

The charge of bad szamanship is easily made. 
It is just as easy as in this section calling a man 
a“ Radical’? who does his own thinking in poli- 
tics. Itisavery good thing to say when one 
has nothing else to say. It belongs to that 
class of logic so often used to prove the exist- 
ence of a certain deptn in the jetty channel by a 
system of averages. Given eighteen fect in 
one spot, twenty iu another, twenty-two in an- 
other, aud so on, it is not difficult for figures to 
show a good average channel. But sueh a chan- 
nelis not serviceable to vessels drawing the 
maximum number of feet unless they can jump 
As vessels are now 
eonstructed, this is impossible. 

Piain people think that a 20-foot channel 
should admit the passage of a foot vessel; 
that-a 22-foot-channel should let a foot vessel 
through, and that a foot channel should ar- 
commodate a 24-foot vessel. We know this is 
not thefact. The world also knows it. Capt. 
Eads knows it. And it is these facts that 
lacerate his bosom and arouse his newspaper 
organs to spiteful utterances ou a subject of 
which most of them are ignorant as mules. 

The jetties are an experiment. They have not 
stood the test of time. It remains to be seen 
whether predictions that they will not prove s 
permanent success are wide of the mark. The 
little temporary success obtained by Capt. Eads 
has been by resorting to the system of dredg- 
ing at whith the advocates of jettying so long 
sneered. The jetties. were to scour out the 


channel to the required depth. Let Capt. N

On the 17th of April Capt. Eads delivered an 
address inthe Memphis Theatre on the subject 
of improving the navigation of tne Mississippi 
River. It was general in its scope, and urged 
the importance of such improvements as would 
secure a better than the present channel. Res- 
olutions of # general character, urging such 
legisiation as is most likely to secure an im- 
proved channel, were adopted. They were not 
an indorsement of Capt. Eads’ past or future 
performances at the jetties. it was not a meet- 
ing of the Chamber of Commerce or Cotton 


Exchange. It was a citizens’ meeting, heid in 


the theatre. We presume it is of this in- 
dorsement“ he speaks. He aoe things a little 
mixed,—owing, perhaps, to the system of “ ay- 
erages.“ 

We are surprised that Capt. Eads does not 
turn over his defense to the newspapers. With 
few exceptions, the journals printed on the 
Mississippi River are in a state of perpetual en- 
thuse on the jetties. In their columns the 
channel is practically pottomless. Despite their 
enterprise as newsgatherers, they learn nothing 
ubfavorable to the jetties. Perisb the thought 
To them everything is lovely down at the South 
Pass. They indorse what Eads has done iu the 
past, and what he intends doing hereafter. 
They look half a century ahead, and know 
already how it is all to work out. Such a press 
is invaluable. It should be able to keep mat- 
ters straight without Capt. Eads’ aid. Nothing 
is easier. itis only necessary to declare that 
the jetty channel is thirty feet deep; that only 
bad seamanship grounds an eightcen or twenty 
foot vessel in it; and that persons who dispute 
these propositions are liars, horse-thieves, and 
‘“* Radicals.”” This will settle the whole ques- 
tion. And then Capt. Eads can repose on flow- 
ery beds of ease. We fear he does not properly 
appreciate the power of the press.

REDUCTION OF THE NATIONAL DEBT. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Manson, Wis., June 18.—The monthly debt 
statement, published June 1, makes the plain 
statement that the puotic debt has been decreased 
since June, 1877, to the amount of $26,520,772. 
On June 2, 1877, the pubiished statement gives 
the total of the public debt at $2, 195, 461,022. 
Now, deduct that from the ‘otal of the debt above 
stated, ana it will de found that the principal of 
the public debtis just $45,348,780 greater on the 
Ist day of June, 1878, than it was one year before; 
notwithstanding the Secretary of the Treasury pub 

lishes to the world that the debt bas been decreased 
$26, 334,120 during the year. Will some one more 
cute in res than I am, tell how long, under 
such a system of bookkeeping, it will take to 1 ** 
off the national debt? Cc. EB. SB. 

The redaction in the debt is obtained by compar- 
feons of the debt, less cash in the Treasury, on 
any two given dates, and not by comparisons of the 
figures under the head of total debt. The increase 
of total debt results mainly from the sales of 4%- 
per-cents for resumption purposes. As these 
bonds are not sold for refunding, their issue is not 
offset by any reduction in the amount outstanding 
of other issues. At the same time, as these 46 
per-cents have been sold for gold with which the 
legal-tenders, forming a large part of the debt, are 
to be redeemed, the Secretary of the Treasury 
sets this cash in the Treasury off against the total 
of the debt. The net debt, so obtained, shows, in 
comparison with the net debt of a year ago, the re- 
duction claimed in the debt statement. 
Thie deduction of the cash is not only 
fair, but necessary. The gross debt includes 
euch items as coin certificates’’ issued by the 
Government to depositors of coin. If this liability 
of the Government is included on one side of the 

unt, there must be put down on the other the 
coin which the Government has taken for its cer- 
tiféatés. The legal-tenders, under resumption, 
wili be simply coin certificates, and the Govern- 
ment consequently sets against them the coin with 
which they are to pe redeemed. The same ac- 
counting is necessary with fractional currency, 
and the currency in the Treasury to redeem them.

Saturday Judge Rogers overruled the 
motion for a new trial in the mandamus case, 
prought by Sturges against the Board of Trade, 
and entered judgment in Sturges’ favor, but

an appeal and deciding that the appeal operate 


as a supersedeas. 

Not liking to live a curbstone broker for a 
or two longer, until the Supreme Court 
on the case, Sturges, or rather his able 
attorneys, Judge Beckwith and L. G. Pratt, de- 
vised a new scheme, which was succesfully car- 
ried into operation yesterday. This was the 
fling of a new bill for injunction to prevent the 
Board of Trade from keeping him out. Sturges, 
in this bill, after giving the Board a very com-

THE COOK COUNTY NATIONAL BANK. 

Justice Harlan delivered several opinions yes- 
terday afternoon, the must important of which 
was that of the Webster Nationa! Bank of Bos- 
ton vs. The Cook County National Bank. This 
Wasasuitona note made by B. F. Murphy & 
Co., indorsed by the Cook County National 
Bank by its Cashier, West, and sent to Allen 
Stephens & Co., of New York, its tinancial 


_ agents. They sold it to the Webster Na- 


tional Bank. The defense was that the Cook 
County National had no power to indorse 
this fashion, aud also 
note was od to the 
Webster National Bank, and was not a redis- 
count within the meaniug of the law mercbant. 
Toat the Webster National Bank could not, 
under the provisions of the Banking law, pur- 
chase the note so as to create a valid liability 
against the indorsing bank. 
Justice Harlan held, affirming the decision 


Of Judge Blodgett, that the facts showed that 


the transaction was substantially a rediscount 
by the Webster National Bank, and that the in- 
dorsement of the Cook County National Bank 
made it liable. The amount involved in the suit 
Was about $45,000, but there are other suits 
which abide by this decision, involving in all 
$150,000. These cases were submitted on the 
ea that they should all abide by Judge 

's decision, and should not be taken to 
the Supreme Court, and the effect is to uphold 
the validity of what is known as the Murphy 
paper. 

THE FOURTH NATIONAL VS. WALKER. 

The case of the Fourth National Bank vs. H. 
H. Walker and others was also decided by Judge 
Harlan. This was a bill to establish a second 
Mortgage, and foreclose it at the expense of a 
first mortgage. It appears that Sam Walker 

ted some of his paper on the market in 1808, 
and secured it by two trust-deeds,—one to the 
Fourth National Bank and the other to some 
Other parties, the latter being the first mort- 
gage. When it came due, Walker raised part 
ofthe money, and borrowed the remainder of 
Greenebaum & Foreman, and took up the note 
snd trust-deed and turned them over to 

baum & Foreman as security. 
The Fourth National Bank held a mortgage 
on the same property, aud sought to have the 
trust-deed held by G. & F. set aside, on the 
ground that it had been paid, and was void as 
against them. 
Judge Harlan beld that the latter was not 
wy except as to the former holder of it, and 

t Walker, having nécotiated it himself, was 
estopped from claiming that it had been paid. 
The Fourth National Bank taking their security 
alter Grecnebaum & Foreman had acquired 
their rights could not say they had suffered any 
damage, and had no right to ask to have the 
Other security disturbed.

account of the claim for which they were given, 
taking their chances to collect from the special 
tunds; that the amount of the tax-levies for 
the two years etill uncollected still exceeds the 
amount of outstanding warrants, that warrants 
for the collection thereof arein the hands of 
proper officers for coliection, and that the taxes, 
when collected, will be applied to paying the 
amount due upon the warrants; that the fiscal 
year commencing April 1, 1877, has expired, but 
that only a verysmail portion of the taxes levied 
to defray expenses and interest on bonds 
for said year has been collected, 
and in no other way than by 
the issue of these warrants was it possible to 
carry on the town. government durme said 
poe pay interest, etc. In conclusion, the de- 
endants claim that their acts in these ‘matters 
were wholly and duly authorized by law; that 
it became their duty, as officers of a municipal 
corporation, to perform all contracts authorized 
by law and maintain the credit of the town; and 
that they have not ordered the payment of any 
money, nor the drawing of any warrants on the 
Treasurer, except as authorized by law; that 
none of them have threatened or pretended that 
they would do anything not fully authorized by 
law; and they deny all manner of unlawful com- 
bination or confederacy wherewith they are 
charged in the bill, and pray to be dismissed 
with their reasonable costs and charges in this 
behalf most wrongfully sustained. 

THE BFFECT OF COMPOSITION PROCEEDINGS. 

In the bankruptcy case of Liebenstein & 
Meyer, on petition for review, Judge Harlan 
aflirmeda the decision of the Court below. It 
seems that the firm offered a certain composi- 
tion, but the individual members of the firm 
made no offer as to their separate debts. The 
asscts were after the settlement of the firm 
composition reconveyéd to the debtors, and an 
individual creditor subsequently levied on this 
stock to satisfy his claim, thinking he could 
treat the assets which had been redelivered to 
the firm as subsequentiy acquired assets, and 
realize the whole of his debt. An application was 
made to Judge Blodgett for an injunction, and 
he upset the whole transaction, and ordered 
the firm assets to be reconveyed to the Assignee, 
holding that a firm composition could not be 
thus carried through irrespective of an indi- 
vidual composition. A petition for review was 
filed, but Judge Harlan alllrmed the decision of 
the Court below. 

THE INDIAN LAND-&UIT. 

The demurrer to the amended bill in the 
Indian land-case of Pka-o-wah-ash-kum was 
yesterday overruied by Judge Llarlan. The 
bill was filed apparently by an Indian woman 
to recover some valuable South Chicago prop- 
erty, and the defendants answered that 
they had bought all the title of the 
Indian woman themselves, after the suit was 
brought. The complainant then filed an amend- 
ed bill alleging that this last conveyance was a 
fraud. Tothisthe defendants demurred, but 
the Judge held that the allegation of fraud was 
sufficient to give the Court jurisdiction, and over- 
ruled the demurrer, but gave the defendants 
to July 1 to plead.

In the case of Carbine vs. Fox, the Court said, 
in giving the reasons‘ for their decision which 
had been asked for, that, while they were vot 
disposed to shrink from the performance of their 
duties, they were disposed in the future to dis- 
courage parties from presenting requests of a 
similar character. In cases bre it would be 
of any substantial benefit to parties, they would 
assign briefly the reasons of their opinions when 
they announcea their decisions. If any parties, 
therefore, desired- to know those reasons they 
must be preseut in court, and if iu any other 
respect the announcements of the Court were 
not sufficient to cover the points, then and then 
only would the Court listen to suggestions of 
that character. 

The Court then went on to say thatin the 
present case, though the testimony was not so 
clear as migbt be desired, and was so conflicting 
that they might have been led to decide the 
other way, yet it was suflicient to sustain the 
judgment, and they therefore aflirmed the de- 
cision of the Court below. 

in the case of McQuirk vs. Berry an impor- 
tant question was raised as to the jurisdiction 
of the Superior Court in an appeal case. and the 
Court gave their reasons for their decision. The 
suit was origivally brought before a Justice of 
the Peace under the statute in rela- 
tion to forcible detainer, and a judg- 
ment returned in favor of the piaintiff. On 
the Ist of November, 1877, an appeal-bond was 

led in the Justice’s Court by which an appeal 
was taken to the Superior Court four days be- 
fore the commencement of the November term. 
The transcript and other papers were not filed 
until the latin of December, during the Decem- 
der term of the Court. On the 13th day of that 
month the plaintiff in the original suit, who 
was the appelice, tng in the Superior 
Court, and on his motion an order was made on 
the surety “a! yy or that a new appeal-bond 
be filed in five days. In obedience to that 
order the appellant filed a vew appeal-bond in 
the sum of $200, which was approved by the 
Court. On the same day a further order was 
entered requiring the appellant to file an aa- 
ditional appeal-bond within thirty days. At 
the expiration of the thirty days the suit was 
dismissed for non-compliance with the order for 
filing such additional bond. ; 

The Court said the important question was as 
to whether the Superior Court had jurisdiction 
at the time the order for filing the additional 
bond was made, so thatit coula properly dis- 
miss the suit for non-compliance with that order. 
For preliminary purposes the Superior Court 
had sufficient jurisdiction to justify the making 
of the order. Evenif the jurisdiction might be 
placed on no other ground, appellant having, in 
response to the order of Dec. 13, appesred and 
filed an appeal-bond, such appearance, not being 
limited for any particular purpose, was sufli- 
ciently general to give the Court jurisdiction. 
But, though the papers were not filed on the 
12th of December, for the purpose of requiring 
a sufficient appeal-bond the Supertor Court had 
sufficient jurisdiction. The requiring of such 
additional bond was a matter within the discre- 
tion of the Court, aid another court would not 
interfere. Judgment of the Court. below 
aflirmed. 

JACK HUGHES AND HIS FRIENDS. 

Yesterday was sentence day with Judge 
Blodgett, and several prisoners who were re- 
cently tried before him were sentenced. The 
most notorious was Jack Hughes, the Lincoln 
monument robber, who was convicted oi pass- 
ing counterfeit money. Judge Blodgett, before 
sentencing him, animadverted very strongiy on 
his meanness in trying to throw the blame on 
the boy who accompanied him, and leaving him 
ty bear the responsibility. The Judge then 
sentenced him to three vears at hard labor in 
Joliet, and to pav a fine of $1 and costs. 

Hughes stood a minute, and theu blurted out 
in a passion, If I bad the time to show up the 
parties IJ could have done it. 1 was run in like 
a beef-killer and slaughtered like a dog,”’ 

“Very likely,” replied the Judge. Mar- 
shal, take this man away.“ and he took him. 

John Liokel, an old offender who has made 
numerous visits to Commissioner Hoyne’s office 
on similar charges, was also up for sentence, 
having been convicted of violation of the Inter- 
nal Revenue law in failing to Keep the proper 
books as a cigar manufacturer. His counsel 
pleaded that he didn’t mean to do it, etc., and 
also presented a petition that his sentence be 

uspended.

CARGO INSURANCE. 

The Milwaukee Sentinel marine man bas been 
wrongly informed abo the Porter's cargo, very 
evidently. The shipper’s agent at Milwaukee 
communicated with Mr. Warren here that the 
cargo could be covered in that city in the insur- 
ance agency of Messrs. Hibbard & Vance at 15 
cents on the $100. Mr. Warren replied that he 
insured ali hie shipments in Chicago, ard placed 
the insurance on the Porter's cargo as reported in 
Tas Trinune. Hence no offer was- made by the 
shipper of the cargo to any Milwaukee agenta. 

As to the restricting order which Chicago agents 
asked forand received fromthe managers of the 
insurance companies, the marine man of the 
Sentinel ie informed that when the Chicago agents 
were workiag hard to establish fair rates and main- 
tain the same in both ports, and when local Boards 
had been formed uncer an agreement, the order to 
prevent Milwaukee agents from writing Chicago 
cargoes was asked for, ard, of course, was expected to 
work both ways,—for the benefit of Milwaukee as 
well as Chicago, —so that shippers could not induce 
competition and secure a lower rate in one place 
than they could in the other. But when the pool 
was bursted because Milwaukee agents wanted to 
saddle it with private contracts, there was an end 
to the combination, and, of course. agents in both 
cities were free todo asthey chose, and the busi- 
ness of insuring cargoes is carried on wild.“ 
Tas Tum thus shows the Senkinet that it is not 
necessary to state how the cargo of the Thomas 
Gawn was placed, and has nothing spectal to say 
about it. The fight is a free one, and local agents 
at both ports will no doubt do all they can to secure 
business from any source or place. 

Agents at this port are writing at 10 cents net. 
always excepting those representing the poot 
known as the Marine Ineurance Union. The latter 
ask 20 (10 off), and an instance was given yester- 
day to show that it was received. Ashipper who 
was offered the lower rate thought the company 
that would write at that figure should de called 
for margins,“ in order that the insured person 
might be really insured, and gave a pool agent a 
good line at 20. 

The Traders’ Insurance hag not withdrawn from 
the pool, as has deen reported in &@ Contemporary, 
and has no intention of so doing.

COMMISSIONER HAYT’S EXPLANATION, 
fo the Editor of The Tribwne. 


D&PARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, Orrice or 
InpiaN Arrams, Wasutneton, June 14.— 
In Tugs Tripone of June 8 there is a brief edt- 
torial founded on an article that appeared in 
the St. Pau) Pioneer- Press, making a very unfair 
criticism on the action of the Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs in relation to the letting of a 
contract for beef on the 24 of May last. Tun 
TRIBUNE says: ) 

It shows that, by the terms of the contra 
successful bidder was required to deliver svg 
at the remote Agencies mentioned cighteen days 
after the proposals were received at Washington. 
This restricted the bidding to one man, the on! 
person in the world, so far as known, whe ‘hed 
cattle within call of the Agencies, so that he could 
comply with the conditions of the contract. The 
successful bidder was thus enabled to charge the 
Government three and a half cents per und. 
whereas under the contract for the year the rate 
was two and a half cents per pound, making a dif- 
ference of $40,000 to the Government. WII 
Commissioner Hayt please explain? 

Complaint is made that there was not suffi- 
clent time, after the advertisement and receiy- 
ing of proposals, to secure competition. The 
advertisement was dated on the 20th of April, 
and the cattle were to be delivered on the 20th 
of May, which gave a full month for any one en- 
gaged in the business of supplying cattle to the 
Government to make arrangements for delivery ; 
and in the usual course of business but 1,000 
head would be called for under the contract de- 
- tween the 20th of May and the ist of June. 

Instead of there being “only one person in 
the world who could comply with the conditions 
of the contract,’’.there were in fact three bona- 
fide, responsible bidders, each of whom could 
have delivered the cattle as called for within the 
time. The following rsons did upon 
the contract: Levi Wilson, who is at 
present a contractor, proposed to de- 
liver at all the Agencies at 83 
per hundred. This proposal was accompanied 
by the certified check of 8. B. Elkins. T. C. 
Power, ot Chicago, bid for the contract at 
$3.97 * furnishing check of Field, Leiter & 
Co. The third bid was by J. W. Bosler, with 
his own certified check, at $3.25 per hundred. 
The price paid by the Government under the 
contract for the current year was $2.59 per hun- 
dred, and a small contract at this season of the 
year cannot be let as advantageously as the 
contract made at the annual lettings for nearly 
ten times the number of cattle. The price paid 
was no more than the current market price, and 
was at least $1.25 per hundred less than the 
—— army contract for cattle in the same vi- 
cinity. 

The article in the Pioneer-Press shows a per- 
sonal animosity on the part of the writer that 
is not to be found in the ordinary criticisms of 
the public press; only a personal grievance 
could have prompted it. 

Among other things, the Press complains that 
the advertisement was published lu a New 
York paper, and three or four days afterward in 
one or two obscure Western papers of smal! cir- 
culation.” The fact was, the advertisement ap- 
peared in the New York Hera ld, the New York 
Evening Post, Tus Cuicaco Trisune, the St. 
Louis Globe t, the Kansas City Journal 
of Commerce, and the Sioux City Journal, which 
are the best mediums to be found for an adver- 
tisment of this character.

There were 122 deaths last week, an in- 
crease of 35 over the preceding week, 
and of 5 over the corresponding week in 
1877. Of the decedents, 33 were under 2 years of 
age. The Ninth Ward contributed 23; the rour- 
teenth, 24; the Sixth, 12; the Fifth and Fifteenth, 
Peach. There were 20 still births; 15 were car- 
ried off by consumption, 6 by fevers, 8 by menin- 
gitis, 6 by whooping cough, 10 by convulsions, and 
6 by accidents. 


The Committee on Water Rates spent an- 
other hour in investigation. They learned that it 
cost $42 to pap 1,000,000 gallone. A discussion 
then took place upon the advisability of charging 
each department with the water used, and of rais- 
ing by direct taxation all the money needed to 
carry On the department except the expenses of 
umping.

After disposing of some small matters, the 


special order—the ordinance prohibiting the sale 
of liquor to minors—was taken up. 

Ald. Gilbert moved that it be passed. 

Ald. Lawler thonght there was already: laws 
enough in the boos’, The responsibility for their 
non-enforcement should rest on the Mayor. What 
was the object in having another one? 

Ald. Throop could see no harm to come from it. 
He boped it would pass, as it was due to the rising 
generation to throw around them all the safe- 
guards sidle. 

Ald. McCaffrey believed the State law to de suf - 
ficient. If the police didn’t do their duty, they 
shouldn't be id. 

Ald. Daly had received new light, and moved to 
amend by striking out minors ana inserting ‘‘ child 
under 18. 

Ald. Ryan thonght the Mayor and Superintendent 
of Police had sufficient power under the State law 
to stop the evil. Hence he was opposed to any 
farther legislation. 

Ald. Gilbert denied the charge which has been 
going the rounds that this was only the beginning 
of a temperance. crusade. All good and law- 
abiding citizens desired the passage of the ordi- 
hance. The only way ty reach the evil was to put 
the blame on the right persons. To say that there 
was a State law was beswing the question. That 
law was not enforced. e only way to have it 
enforced was to pass an ordinance. Everything 
possible should be done to protect youth from 
temptation. 

Aid. Callerton moved to amend by striking out 
all after the enacting clause and inserting a direc- 
tron to the Mayor to enforce the law regarding 
„ dram- shops. This, he urged, would be 
stronger than any ordinance the Council could 
pass. 

The Chair ruled the amendment out of order. It 
was the duty of the Mayor to enforce the law. 

Ald. Callerton withdrew the amendment. 

Ald. Tuley (Daly in the chair) while fully recog- 
nizing the evil of intemperance, and believing it 
was the duty of every community te prevent the 
sale of liquors to minors, the welfare of society 
andthe peace and order of the community de- 
manding it, said the ordinance was unnecessary 
and unjust, since it would subject offenders to a 
double penalty, there being already a State law on 
thefeubject. Ile doubted the wisdom of its pas- 
sage, referring to the effect of the attempt to en- 
force the Sunday ordinance in 1873. If the Super- 
intendent of Police didn't know his duties the Law 
Department should tel] him what they were, The 
Mayor held in his hand the whole question, and 
should ve heid to hie responsibility. His order to 
enforce was worth more than 10,000 ordinances. 
It was nonsense to say be needed any more law to 
sustain him. : 

Ald. Cary replied to Ald. Tuley's argument. 
making a plea fpr the children. The necessity for 
the ordinance had been recognized all along. The 
Council could not hide behind the Mayor, the re- 
sponsibility was upon tnem, and they should not 
shirk their duty. With an ordinance the city 
could contro! acase from beginning to end. Under 
the State law. it could begin an action, but the 
case could be taken out of it8 hands. 

On motion of Aid. Gilbert, the previous question 
was ordered. 

The amendment was not agreed to—yeas, 6. 
Tuley, Turner, Smyth, Janssens, Daly, and Jonas: 
nays, 20. 

The question was then put on the passage of the 
ordinance, and it was not passed,—yeas 16, nays 
10, —as follows:

PLAYING POOL, ETC. 

The ordinance prohibiting minors from playing 
cards. pool, etc., in saloons was next considered. 

Ald. Tuley spoke in favor of it, saying that if 
it, with the one probibiting exhibitions and music 
in saloons, was enforced, many of the evils com- 
plained of would be remedied. 

Ald. Cary moved to amend by adding a direction 
tothe Mayor to enforce the law regarding dram- 
shops. 

Ald. Tuley wasn't vor to put on record such 
a censure of the Mayor. Tae non-enforcement of 
the ordinances might not be his fault. 

Ald. Cary withdrew the amendment. 

Ald. Throop wanted to see the ordinance passed, 
and aiso to see the concerts done away with. 

The previous question was ordered, and the 
ordinance was passéd unanimously. 

It is as follows: 

Be it ordained, etc. Section 1. All the saloons or 
places where intoxicating liquors are sold, in which 
minors are permitted to play with dice, balls, or other 
articies used in gaming, are hereby declared to be dis- 
orderly houses. Every proprietor or keeper of such 
saloon, or place where suen gaming or playing shail 
take place, shall forthe first offense be subject to a fine 
of not exceeding $50, and for any subsequent offense to 
a fine not exceeding $100, and his or her iicense may be 


revoked. 
Sec. 2. This ordinance shall take effect from and 


aster the time of Ite passage. 
A NECESSARY ORDINANCE. 

The Committee on Judiciary reported, recom- 
mending the passage of an ordinance recognizin 
the present city officers, contirming their acts, an 
creating the office of Comptrolier, Gas Inspector, 
Sealer of Weights and Measures. Corporation 
Counsel, City Pliysician, Boiler Inepector, Prose- 
cuting Attorney, Oil Inspector, all to be filled oy 
the appointment of the Mayor. with the approval 
of the Councii, the terms, with the exception of 
the last named, which is to be one-year, to be two 
years from Jan. 1, 1879. The ordinance also fixes 
the bonds of certain officers, the amounts having 
already been given in Taz TRIBUNE. 

Ald. Tuley said it was impossible, owing to the 
conflict of opinions, to determine whether the 
offices had been legally filled since the terms of the 
incumbents expired by limitation. The ordinance 
would put the city on the safe side, wh'chever way 
the Supreme Court might decide. He hoped ac- 
tion would be taken at once. 

Ald. Gilbert considered the matter of vital im- 
portance. 

The ordinance was passed unanimonsly. 

Ald. Tuley, by consent, introduced a resolution 
requesting the Mayor to send in the names of per- 
sons to all the offices when the terms have ex- 
pired. 

It was passed. 

OTHER REPORTS. 

The same Committee reported adversely on the 
remission of ines imposed in the Police Courts. 

The report was concurred in. 

The same Committee recommended that the or- 
der directing the Superintendent of Police to sus- 
pend the enforcement of the ordinance in relation 
to the name and number placed upon licensed 
vehicles until otherwise ordered by the Council be 
referred tothe Mayor for such action as he may 
deem advisable. 

The report was concurred in. 

The same Committe reported advefsely on the 
„ lumber- yard ordinance, since it tended to 
create a monopoly, and returned it with the in- 
validating features removed. 

It was laid over. 

The same Committee recommended that a vote 
be taken on the passage of the ordinance repealing 
the ordinance for the opening of Dearborn street, 
notwithstanding the Mayor's veto. 

It was made a special order for Monday night. 

Tue Council then adjourned until Wednesday 


evening.

THE COUNTY BOARD. 
BILLS. 

The regular weekly meeting of the County Board 
was held yesterday afternoon, all of the members 
present except Messrs. Tabor and Conly. 

The Committee on Jail and Jail Accounts recom- 
mended- the payment of $0,229.62, of which 
$7, 172 was for diciing prisoners, and the election 
of a watchman, etc. The bills were ordered paid, 
and the election of the watchman was postponed 


for one week. 
REPORTS. 

The semi-annuai report of the Coroner was pre- 
sented. It showed that 287 inquests had been 
held, at a costin jurors’ fees of $2,182, of which 
$102 had deen collected from the friends 
of the deceased. For serving writs $56 had 
been collected: fees collected from railroads, $288 ; 
incidental expenses of the office, $400. -Deduct- 
ing the amount he had received on salary and from 
fees, there was a balance due him from the county 
of $457. Tue report was referred to the Finance 
Committee. 

The County Treasurer submitted a statement of 
the condition bw several funds up to the 15th 
inst. It showed that the General Fand had been 
overdrawp 810. 130, and the Interest Fund, new 
indebtedness, $14,618. It showed, further, that 
there was 512. 277 to the credit of the Interest 
Fund, old indebtedness, $1,925 to the credit of the 
Court-Honse Fund, and $111,216 to the credit of 
the Sinking Fund. Referred. 

HOSPITAL RULES. 

The Special Committee appointed to revise the 
hospital rules reported. The interest of the re- 
port was centered in the proposition to reorganize 
the Medical Board, allowing Rush Medical and 
the Chicago Medical Colleges to name three mem- 
bers of the Board each from their respective 
Faculties. and providing for the County Board 
electing seven other members, who shail be dis- 
connected with either of the colleges named. and 
that the reorganization shail take effect July 1. 
The only other notable changes in the rules were 
providing that patients should not be made a show 
wf for the benefit of medical students without 
their consent, and that stadents should pay $10 
per annum for their privileges, etc., which will be 
quite an innovation on the former  prac- 
tices, The rules were adopted, and 200 copies of 
the same were ordered printed, and the Clerk of 
the Board was instructed to inform the Faculty of 
the colleges named of the action of the Board, and 
to request them to send in the names of three per- 
sons each to the Board at its next meeting 

The Committee appointed to prepare new rules 
for the government of the Insane Asylam reporter, 
and the rules were read. ‘They provide for the ap- 
— of an Advisory Board of five physicians 

or the medical supervision of the asylum, three of 
whom may be connected with a medical college, 
but not more than one with any one college, 
aud that this Board shall recommend thc 
appointment of a Warden, Matron, Medic- 
a Superintendent, and engineer, all of 
whom suall be responsible for the conduct of their 
severai departments, and shall have the appoint- 
ment of their assistants. The rules go into effect 
Dec. 25, aud provide that the Medical Superin- 
tendent shall be elected for three years, the Matron 
for two years, and the Enginecr for one year. At 
the end of their respective terms their successors 
are to be elected for three years each. The report, 
on motion of Mr. Bradley, was laid over for one 
week. 

Mr. Senne suggested that it would be proper, 
since revision scemed to be the order of the aay, 
that the rules for the government of the County 
Agent's office be also revised, so that the Agent 
could be elected in September, instead of January, 
as heretofore. e 

Mr. Mulloy wanted to know what had become of 
the rules reported by a committee from the medica 
colleges for government of the Insane- 
Asylum. 

Mr. Bradley said the rules reported had been ex -

Mr. Lenzen said the rules reported by the 
medical gentlemen had been placed on file. 

The suggestion of Mr. Senne in reference to the 
Count nt's office was then acted on, and the 
Committee on Pablic Charities was requested to re- 
port new rules, etc. 

THE COUNTY AGENT’S QUARTERLY REPORT 
was submitted. It showed that Feb. 28 there were 
2. 707 families on the books, and that the number 
of applicants for relief during the quarter had 
been 2,028. The needy families reported bad 
been 1,343, and those reported doubtful and re- 
oo were 1,382. There were 203 families mak- 

ng application for relief who could not be found, 
and May 31 there were 1, 247 families on the books. 
Of these, 1,294 receivea aid once, 558 twice, 
and 1,127 three times during the quar- 
ter. The condition of those who had 
received aid was as follows: Married, sickness and 
old age, 1,188; widows with families, 1,400; de 
serted by husbands, 241; widowers with families, 
105; singie and oid age, 36; total, 2. 979. The 
number of hospital orders had been 28:3, and the 
burial orders 89. Forty-three insane patients had 
been reported, and 179% passes for transportation 
had been issued. The expenditures had been: 
For bread, $5,607; meat, 87. 780; fuel. $3,506; 
ehoes, $598; rations, 81.597; transportation, 
$513; burials, $204: salaries, $4,151; printing and 
stationery, $153; medical merchandise, $65; sun- 
dries, $126; total, $24,404. The report was re- 
ferred. 

The Joint Committee on Publie Buildings and 
Public Service reported on the matter of Sexton's 
complaint about being delayed by other contract- 
ors on the Court-House work; and recommended 
that the same be spread on the records. The same 
Committee also reported in favor of an estimate of 
$24, 000 for Sexton, and both reports were adopted 
without discussion. 

THE RECORDER. 

The Committee appointed to investigate certain 
charges against Recorder Brockway, preferred by 
Mr. Fitzgerald, reported. The report was signed 
by a majority of the Committee, — Messrs. Wheeler, 
Burling, and Boese,—and reviewed the charges at 
considerable length and in detail, and entirely ex- 
onerated Mr. Brockway from all of the charges, 
and complimented him on the management of his 
office. it had been drawn by Mr. Burling. 

Upon the reading of the report, Mr. Fitzgerald 

resented a minority report, which was signed by 
pimeelf and Mr. Hoffmann, which was accompanied 
by a part of the evidence taken in the investiga- 
tion. It took the other shoot, and maintained that 
all of the charges had beef& oroven. 

At the conclusion of the reading, Mr. Fitzgerald 
called for the reading of the testimonywof Messrs. 
Peltzer and McGrath, 

Mr. Wheeler objected on the ground that the en- 
tire evidence had not been written up, and that in- 
asmoch as it could not all be read, none of it 
should be. He then proceeded to say that Mr. 
Fitzgerald had only had the evidence of Brock- 
ways enemies writteu up. 

Mr. Fitzgerald insisted on the reading, and it was 
proceeded with, consuming a great deal of time 
and producing a general drowsiness. 

After the reading Fitzgeraid madea lengthy talk. 
It is enough to say of it that it was after his usual 
style,-—incoherent, without point, and quite bit- 
ter. He closed dy moving the adoption of the 
minority report. 

The matter was discnased by the other members, 
none of whom threw any light on the subject, and 
finally the whole motion was laid over for one 
week, and the Board adjourned.

Under the law, the Sheriff is required to invite the 
Judges, Prosecuting-Attorney. and Cierke of the 
courts of the county, and the physicians and twelve 
reputable citizens. He can also allow to be pres- 
ent such officers of the prison, deputies, and Con- 
stables as he shall deem expedient to have pres- 
ent. Cards of admission have been printed, and 
a few have already been sent out. Sheriff Kern is 
besieged with applications, but purposes comply- 
ing strictly with the law. Not over fifty in all will 
be present. For the last two weeks the con- 
demned have been visited by oe a number of 
people, about a dozen women calling every day to 
talk to them. After sundown to-morrow, no one 
except their confessor and relatives will be al- 
lowed to seethem. Father Vowling spent some 
time with them yesterday afternoon, and both are 
making preparations fur death, though they stili 
cling to the hope of a respite through. the 
Supreme Court or the Governor. Mr. Anderson, 
their counsel, started for Mount Vernon last night 
with the record, and expects to be able to present 
it to the Court this evening. Connelly’s brother, 
armed with several letters from prominent citi- 
zens, left at the same time for Springfleld to sce 
the Governor. If Mr. Anderson fails to get the 
case properly before the Court for lack of time, 
his Excellency will be asked to grant a respite. The 
general impression is that neither the Court nor 
the Governor will interfere. 

Sherry, in the presence of strangers, keeps up 
his courage, and has apparently more nerve“ 
than Connelly. He said yesterday, You might 
as well pick up a man on the street and hang 
him.” He had nothing to add to what he bad 


twice stated. —once before the Coroner’s jury, and 


again at the trial. He said: ‘If I have got to 
die, I hope to brace myself up to do it. Con- 
nelly is more reticent. While he says he is pre- 
paring himself for the end, he wants more time, 
and has hopes of a reprieve, so that he can be 
ready when the fatal hour comes. 

An old woman from Joliet called yesterday at the 
Jail, and said that ber son had been missing for a 
couple of years. and that, from the description 
which had been publishedin the papers, she was 
not certain but that he was the prisoner Connelly. 
She was taken inside, and given a chance to see 
bim, but, when her eyes fell on him, at once said 
that he was not the person she was in search of.

THE GRAND JURY. 
INSTRUCTIONS FROM THE COURT. 

The new Grand Jury received ite instructions 
yesterday morning from Judge Moore, and got to 
Among their number were recognized the 
prominent faces of John Forsyth, foreman, A. C. 
Hesing, John Hise, J. J. Kearney, and Frank 
Lumbard. After repeating the usual instructions, 
and dwelling particularly on the duty of the jurors 
to beware of any outside influences in making their 
peesentments, as well as the duty of keeping their 
deliberations secret, the Court stated that the 
Sheriff! would furnish the jury, as soon as required, 
with the witnesses in cases of all prisoners com- 
mitted prior to the 20th of the month, so that there 
need bemo delay in considering charges, —either in- 
dicting the prisoners or letting them go. 

At the conclusion of the instructions, Mr. Hes 
ing arose and asked permission to say a word. 
This was granted. 
there were numbers of prisoners arrested after the 
20th and before the jury adjourned, whose cases 
should be investigated. The witnesses, in euch 
cases, however, were not furnished, and the re- 
suite were an increase in the board-bill of the 
county and the working of hardship to men whose 
might be innocent, ont who were kept in custody 
and were unable to find bail. The Sheriff. he 
thought, should be obliged to furnish the Grand 
Jury with witnesses in the cases of all persons 
arrested and bound over until the evening 
of the Grand Jury's adjournment... Probably 
twenty-five persons wonld be arrested between the 
20th and 30th of the month in whose cases no bill 
might be found. The next Grand Jury was not 
called until the middie of next month, and the re- 
ult was that innocent persons would be obliged to 
lie in jail nearly a whole month, —or at least three 
weeks, while the county had to bear the expense 
of dieting them for that time. In his opinion, it 
would be mach better if the Grand Jury were 
called together early enough to investigate all 
these cases, and he thought there were some who 
would consent to lose their $2 and sit a week 
longer rather than see the innocent suffer and the 
county compelled to pay for feeding them. He 
suggested. therefore, that it would be wise to issue 
an order remedying these abuses. 

The Court said he was obliged for the suggestion, 
and he had intended to covet the point in the in- 
structions. The Deputy Sheriffs, he said. had 
special instructions, which he thought they would 
follow, to have witnesees ready in cases of all 
— committed prior to the 20th, and he be- 

le ved they would also do all in their power to have 
witnesses present in cases against all prisoners 
that came in between the 20th and the day of the 
jury's adjournment. If the jury could only get 
the Justices of the Peace to take some little inter- 
est in this matter, and do their whole duty 
in the premises, the witnesses would ap- 
pear defdre the jury sooner than they did 
now. But the Justices of the Peace never 
thonght of such a thing as recognizi witnesses 
to appear before a Grand qury. They had simply 
not been in the habit of doing their full duty in 
this regard, and probably thought there was no ne- 
cessity for u. In this, however. they made a mis- 
take. In conclusion, the Court assured Mr. Hes- 
ing and the other jurors, who appeared to be sat- 
isfied therewith, that the Sheriff would do all in 
his power to farnish witnesses promptly to the end 
that business might be expedited, the innocent im- 
prisoned no longer than was necessery to show

NO AUTHORITY. 

After hearing that part of the charge which re- 
lated to the remissness of Jastices in not recog- 
nizing witnesses to appear before the Grand Jury, 
a reporter catled on Justices Meech and Haines to 
ask about it. Said the former: 

It ie true that Justices do not aex for recogniz- 
ances from witnesses to appear before the Grand 
Jury, and the reason is simply that they have no 
power. Here is the law: 

‘* 464 Division 7, Chap. 38, Revised Statutes of 
1874: 

When the prisoner is admitted to bail or committed, 
the Judge or Justice of the Peace shall bind by recog- 
nizance such witnesses against the prisoner as he 
deems material to appear and testify at the next court 
having cognizance of the offense, and in which the 
prisoner shall be heldto answer: Provided, No such 
witness shall be required to give other security than bis 
own recognizance for such appearance. 

hat gives no power to hold to the Grand Jury.“ 

When the case was stated to Justice Haines, he 
answered at once: 

„„We have no power to cause witnesses to give 
recognizances to appear before the Grand Jury. 
Such a thing was never done, and cannot be legally 
done. 


INDIAN TROUBLES. 
OFFICIAL DISPATCHES RECEIVED HERE YESTER- 
DAY 
give some later intelligence about the Indian dis- 
turbances. Col. Buell, of Fort Custer, M: T., 
writes, under date of May 20, to Gen. Miles, at 
Fort Kehoe, that Col. Hatch has sent Crow 
scouts out to reconnoitre through the country 
between there and Musselshell, on the north of 
the Yellowstone. The heavy rains had made 
traveling very difficult, and the pack-train was 
found to be insufficient, owing to the fact that 
some of the packers had to be discharged, while 
the soldiers were instructed to replace them. Col. 
Buell had therefore sent no troops to the field, but 
was preparing to do so as soon as be thougnt it 

advisable. 

The depot at Terry's Landing has been re-estab- 
lished, and Col. Buell has a detachment at old 
Fort C. F. Smith, while the Crows are scattered 
over the whole country,—the Lower Big-Horn 
district. Their main camp, or headquarters, is at 
Fort Smith, and they have another at the head of 
Fly Creek. The Colonel intimates that he will get 
early information regarding any attempt on the 
part of the hostiles to operate in that country. 

A telegram from Gen. Crook at Omaha conveys 
the information that he has received a dispatch 
from Capt. Hamilton, of the Fin Cavalry, 
commanding at Fort Hall, concerning 
the Idaho troubles. It appears that 
„Capt. Jim.” or as he is called. Boise 
Iim. formerly a Chief,—the same who sent run- 
ners to the Agents some ten days ago giving infor- 
mation of thejkilling of rot ong —came into Fort 
Hall last Sunday with twelve lodges, comprising 
twenty-three bucks and thirty-six squaws, He 
reported that ten lodges bad left bim at Wood 
River, for Salmon River, and he promised to find 
out whether they were Bannocks or Shosbones. 
Capt. Jim refused to join Buffalo Horn. 

Gen. Crook also telegraphs that Capt. Hamilton 
reports from Ross Fork Agency that Baauock 
Joan“ and Weeagant,"’ who slew Dempsey on 
Camas Prairie, were seen going toward Lemhi 
Agency, anditis thought they are making their 
way to the Crow headquarters. 

Gov. Axtell, of New Mexico, reports an anarchic 
condition of affairs in Lincoln County. Two bands 
of thieves have made their appearance, one headed 
by Surlock, and another led by some other banait, 
each of them numbering some thirty or forty men, 
engaged in the old fashioned pastime of running 
off stock. The Governor bas removed the Sheriff, 
John N. Copeland, for 98 and has ap- 
pointed as his successor George W. Peppen. He 
also asks for aid from the military authorities to 
euppress the disturbance. 


INEBRIATE WOMEN. 
MOVE TO ESTABLISH A HOME FOR THEM. 

Some of the prominent ladies of the city and 
suburbe have for some time back been agitating a 
scheme for founding a home for inebriate women, 
similar in ite principal features to the Washing- 
tonian Home. Mrs. Thomas Wilceis the chief 
workerin this movement, and she is Dairector of 
the Washingtonian Home, in which position she 
has hed an opportunity to observe the workings 
of intemperance. She states that there are 
constantly applying for admission to this 
institution women inebriates, but that 
there is nd accommodation for them there among 
do many men, with no separate means of access, 
etc. here are many of them low, lewd women, 
whose presence is demoralizing, to the men who 
bave come to the institation to be reformed; but, 
while this is true of the character of a large pro- 
portion of the female applicants, there are still 
many from the betterSwalks of life who have im- 
bibed the love of strong drink to such an ex- 
tent that reformation its difficult. Mrs. 
Wulce charges the hamt of drunkenness 
among women to a considerable extent to pmctic- 
ing physicians, who have recommended the use of 
liquors as stimalants, etc. Painful as it may seem 
to those who are ignorant of the fact, it is true 
that there are in this city ladies—not ordinary 
women—who appear in good society, who, at times, 
are helplessly intoxicated. A lady stated to the 
reporter yesterday that she had, not long ago. 
called upon another lady, who, it was 
subsequently proved, was too intoxicated 
to appear to receive her company. She 
also remarked that there were a gumber of promi- 
nent merchants in this city whose wives were 
iven to drunkenness almost continually, and kept 
iquor constantly about them. 

t is for such as these that these public-spirited 
ladies have determined to devise some means to 
accomplish their reformation and salvation. They 
propose to secure a suitable building fora home, 
which shall accommodate in different 
departments the different classes of applicants, 
and make their sojourn n this 
retreat pleasant and profitable. They have made 
a request to the present managers of the Soldiers’ 
Home at Evanston for this purpose after the 
Woman's Industrial School for girls shall have 
gotten through with it. It is quite likely they may 
succeed in their eadeavor, but they are desirous to 
make a commencement of their experiment at 
once. They are trying to find a suitable dwelling- 
house which they can rent at a reasonable price, 
either furnished or unfurnished, and they say they 
have already rr enough for a beginning. 
They are intending to start out Friday. in search of 
such accommodations.

CORRESPONDENCE. 
EXPLANATIONS BY MR. J. P. ROOT. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cu1caeo, June 17.—Several persons have stated 
that I was being quoted as saying that property 
should be assessed at its cash value. I wish to 
state what I have said. At a meeting of the Citi- 
zens’ Association I was asked to state what the law 
is on the subject. I did so by quoting the law, as 


follows: 
Szo. 3. An personal property shall be valued ase fol- 


ows: 
First—All I- r- property except as herein other- 
wise directed shall be valued at its fair cash value. 

Secona—Every credit for @ sum certain, payable 
either in money, or labor shall be valued ata fair cash 
value for the sum so payabie. 

REAL ESTATE. 

Each tract or lot of real property shall be valued at 
its fair cash value, estimated at 2 it would bring 
ata fair, voluntary sale. [R. S. 1874, pp. 857-858.) 

1 said further at that meeting that the law pro- 
vided for an equalization between towns by the 
County Board, and between counties by the State 
Board, and that the Supreme Court had decided in 
a case that went up from Bureau County that the 
rule of uniformity must be observed, at whatever 
ratio the actual value property is assessed, and 
that the law recognizes that there my be a failure 
of uniformity when it provides for an equalization 
by these Boards. I said, further, that there is a 
great deal of property which is never assessed, 
and that many persons escape entirely, and that I 
believed it to be the duty of the Assessor to fish out 
all such cases. 

Now, what is a fair cash value is a question 
alone for the Assessor. If heis honest and con- 
scientious, he will do his duty. Men may differ in 
their opinions about fair cash value. I have in m 
mind a case, in the trial of which I participated, 
where twenty respectable gentlemen testified that 
the piece of Send invoived was worth from $300 to 
$500 peracre. On the other band, twenty other 
respectable gentlemen testified that the same piece 
of ground was worth from $3,000 to $5,000 per 
acre. The jury called it worth about $2, 500 per acre, 
andthe question put to both sides was, What is 
that land worth per acre for cash?—substantially 
what the law requires in the case of an assessment. 
Now, lam not aware that any one supposed the 
witnesses on either side intended to commit 
perjury. It will thus be seen that what is the casa 
value is a matter about which there is an honest 
difference of opinion, according as the bulls or 
bears are called upon to state. The cost of a build- 
ing is not a safe test of value, for the Sherman 
House, located in the Town of Palos, could not com- 
mand as high a price as on the corner of Clark and 
Randolph streets, vet it would cost more to erect 
itin Palos. Location and are elements to be 
considered in fixing values. 

The State Board raised personal property in 
Cook County 57 per cent, and this was 
not because the average business-man or av- 
erage householder was not assessed enough, 
but it was because they found that small stores in 
the rural districts were assessed more than many 
of the largest in Chicago. Other facts similar in 
character appeared which tended to bring about 
the raise. The share of Cook County of the 
State tax is not in and of itself a very great item, 
but our trouble comes in the main from the un- 
equal distribution of the burdens. The Assessor 
ought neither to be a bear nor a bull, but all the 
elements should be considered, —being careful to 
see that all property is assessed, forthe burden 
which omitted property ought to bear will have to 
be borne by some one. James P. Rvor.

The 
flower-pot which fell was one of perhaps a dozen, 
a hanging-basket, and a bird-cage, carelessly 
placed on the window-sill without the slightest 
safeguard being used to prevent their being knock- 
ea or blown off. Must we whose business requires 
considerable ‘* hooting it forever run the gaunt- 
letof the deadly falling flower-pot, or wear an 
iron-clad helmet, or shall some steps be taken 
compelling occupanis of upper floors, at least in 
the business streets, to use reasonable caution 

ainst such accidents? Or, better perhaps than 
all, let the City Fathers set apart a portion of the 
Stock- Yards, banish these tet 2 (not flower) 
loving and bird-adoring females thither, and there 
let them put in their time trying to kill each other.
